Trustees have had two or three meetings; the last one was the night bes 
fore my arrival at Salt Lake City. Consequently, they did not feel dis- 
posed to come torether to meet me. I had long conferences with Mr. 
Bailey, who entertained me while in Salt Lake, the Rev. H. H. McCreery, 
Dr. NeNiece, Mr. McClain and a shorter interview with 4 Wishard in whi 
we went over matters quite fully. 

Mr. Bailey,in considering the question of accepting the Presidency 
of the College, conditioned his acceptance: First, That the Collece s 
should take charge of the Collegiate Institutes Second, Taht Hr. Peyton 
and Mv. Array should deed the land to the Collece Trustees at once, with- 
out awaiting the erection of the pronosed building; and, Third, That fhe 
Treasurer should give bonds. Failing in securing at once these conditio 
he has declined the Presidency. The Board then unanimously elected Mr. 
He. He MNecCreery, Financial Agent, and for the present will leave the 
Presidency vacant. The Board also unanimously voted to take charge 
of the Collegiate Institute on the first of September, and last Friday 
telesraphed the Secretaries of the Board of Hmoe Missions to that effect 
following it on Saturday with a letter giving details.

Yours of May Srd was awaiting my arrival at Seattle, and I am much 
obligei te you for check for 875.00, with permission to secure $25.00 
more if necessary. Rev. Dr. Campbell belongs to tha homeopathic school 
of medicine, and, I presume, is not in favor of overdos@ng. I regret to 
say however that I fear he will not ¢o to St. Lawrence Island. The 
Foreign Board not showing that he had agreed tr go to St. Lawrence 
Island, have offered him a position in Laos, Sian. I at once wrote them 
that he had accepted the invitation to co to-Alaska, and, very properly, 
they at once notified me that they would not press their claim, but leav 
him for Alaska. 

However he himself seems to have his heart set on Siam, and | fear, 
that if I insist upon his coing to Alaska, he will not tale the interest 
in the work that I want in a missionary, but will all the time be con- 
trastine the difficulties and troubles in Alaska with the conceptions 
that he has formed of the Siam work, and without any of the actual dif-— 
ficulties that will be encountered there. 

If he does not ¢o, and I do not secure some other medical mission- 


ary (and I do not know how I can at this late hour) I will eventually 


return to you the money. 
With recard to affairs at Salt Lake: I had full conferences ith 


the leading trustees. Previous to my arrival they hac notified the 


wou 


Home Board that they would accept of their offer to turn over the Colle- 


elate Institute to the Céllege at the close of the present school years 
in May or June. They do not understand the proposition of the Board 

in turning over the Academy to the Collere to mean that the restriction, 
that the Board wobld take back the Institution if the College failed to 


support it, to mean for all time or for a term of years. 


In all the discussions at New Yor!: with reference to making the pro- 
position which the Board made, that clause was simply referred to ap a 
temporary limitation. For instance, if in one or two years the College 
found that they could not carry on the Gollegiate Institute, then it re- 
verted to the Board, or, humanly sneaking, if the Collece Trustees can 
carry the Institute one or two years there is no uncertainty with regard 
to the future; the crisis and struecle is at the beginning. Once start- 


ed, I do not see any reason why the Collece should not be able to make 


steady progress. 


It is not understood by the Board of Hmme Missions that the presen 
Institute property cannot be sold and the money applied for buildings 
for the Preparatory Department to he located hereafter on the Collece 
Crounds whenever sucH a course is considered wise. When the Coliece 
Trustees securn the presment Institute property from the Soard of Home 
Missions, it is their present intention to so adjust the relations be- 
tween the Preparatory Department and the College that the College classe 


will continue to be held in the building of the Preparatory Department 


for the present. If the consolidation is not carried out, the College

classes will have to, this coming fall, seek other quarters, as the 
Principal of the Colleciate Institute feels that he needs all the room 


for the Institute and that he can no longer allow the College classes to 


eccupy the fey recitation rooms that they have had the past two years. 

We have recently received encouragement from the Presbytery of Erie 
that they will give the College substantial hélp in the way of funds for 
a new buildane, and the Presbytery at their spring meeting signified 


their interest and approval of this matter by selecting a committee of 
their most efficient lady workers for maine cot¢ections. Teh money 
however may not be raised sufficiently fast to do anything this season, 
in the way of building, but it is pores by those interested in the move- 
ment that building can commence in 1902. The workers in Utah seem to be 
encouraced at the prospect. The real estate that my wife and myself t 
turned over to the Collepe, if the College shotld break down in the £u 
future, or fail to comply with the conditions that it 18 to ever remain 
unuer the control of the Presbyterian Church, then the property reverts 
to the Board of Collece Aid, so that in placing a mortgage upon the lots 
it was necessary to secure the official permission of the Board of Col- 
lece Aid. The papers were drawn up by an able lawyer who has been a 
ruling elder, and is active in one of the Presbyterian Churches of Wash- 
ington, D. GS. it was scruténized by Presbyterian lawyers in Salt Lake 
City, and also the Board of College Aid was consulted in the matter, 
avaleverything has been done that could be conceived to secure the pro- 
perty to the Presbyterian Church; we left no stone unturned to make the 
thing secure. It is the child of many prayers and much self-denial, 
and those interested, sincerely trust that God's hand is in it for his 
own creator glory.

Dr. Dixon visited us here but a few days ago and promised to aid us in any 
way they coulde 

You are well aware that I am personally very mich in- 
terested in your Alaskan work, and it has occurred to me that it would be 
of mitual advantage to have in connection with the Alaska Geographical 
Society exhibit at the Charleston exposition a native Esquimaux family, 
some family that had benefitted by your educational work. In connection 
with such a family one or more live reindeer would be sure to prove of ex=
